The Coal Tax 



Whan kba PaaDsylvania lagidatara impoaad a tax of ad 

valorem on anthritcite coal at the mine breaker, it opened a new 
coDtaat l>etween Siato right and Government policy. Socb a tax 
violataa ta apiril tba Fadaral OoBttitotkm, whieh forlMdi aay atata 
from t&xing exports without the consent of Oongreas. Any re- 
ceipts aocroing from an export tax mast go into tbe Federal Treas- 
ury. Historically, a eoal tax has bean tried, bat it was eollaoted 
daring the Oivil War, and was a war measure only. 

Instead of a tax of national benefit sanctioned by tbe stren- 
uous straggle of a great eoontry, here is a charge drawn from tbe 
pablio for tbe selfish interest of a partieolar itat«. This tax will 
ran from 3 to 11 cents a too, and will average aboat 6 cents a ton 
for all sixes of coal. It will add $4,6000,000 annually to the in- 
oome of the Skate of Paoaaylvania. One hdlf of tba total will be 
apportioned to the coanties prodocing the coal. Tbe other half 
ihU ba sabjact to oso by lagisl<|^iaf .MpMjf iaiiops. Oity>«lder 
manic boards wilt h«va entire eaotrol of the sams aaalgiiaA^ to (h« 
cities. The tax will not alone materially redttaa looal taxation, 
but will in some cases eliminate it entirely. 

Answer to obieotions is claimed in the taxing power granted 
to aiates ia the ease of aome other products. Bat the eeonomioal 
statas of coal is different. Uoqueetionably, the tax is oppressive, 
and the consumer is it's victim. It is a. selfish tax. It does not 
protaet home labor. It doaa not oyea stimvlate domettie indastry. 
It merely increases cost to the man least able to pay it, for the 
poorest purchaser will be the one to feel most, heavily the extra 
harden. And it meana dire inereaaa in the already oyarwbelming 
cost of living. 

A coal tax is also economically unsound. It pnts restraint 
upon the development of a valuable source of beat and power. It 
dacraatat the «aa of a benefloent agency in the advaneemant of 

community interest. It hardens production by taxing industrial 
necessity. And it is a new proof of the economic inefficiency of 
the avanuta legislator, acting in balk form.— Wall Street Journal.
